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Letter came yeſterday to a Member of the Honourable Houſe of Com- 
mons, by the way ot Sco:{and, relating to the Aﬀairs of Londonderry, 
being ſent directly from that Town by an Advice-Boat to Kjntire , which 
gives {uch a ſatisfattory Account of the great and glorious Succeſs the Pro- 
teſtants of Derry, Be&iſhazon, and Inikilling , have obtained over the Iriſb 
Army, that they have now cauſed them intirely 10 Raiſe the Siege, whercby 
they are now full Maſters of the Field for 20 Miles in Circuit : Thoſe of 
Derry having on the 2d of this Inſtant J«xe made ſuch a ſucceſsful Sally with 
about 5ooo Men, that in Iſs than two hours they drove them from their 
Poſt, and had the perſuit of them for Three Miles in length, having, as it is 
modeſtly computed, killed above 1500 upon the Spot, and have fcized all 
their Cannon, Baggage, and Ammunition, being Two Braſs Culverings for 
Battery, Five Field-Pieces, and Two Mortars. And had ſome days before, by 
the aſſiſtance of a Veſſel which brought them Meal out of Scotland, attacked 
and became Maſters of Kz/more Fort, ſome 3 Miles diſtant in the Lovughfrom 
the City. And adds, That ſo ſoon as they ſhall have Afﬀiſtance from Exg- 
[ar4, eſpecially ſome Troops of Horſe, they will make turther progreſs into 
the Country, and already have advanced above Ten Miles, 2nd brought into 
the Town a conſiderable Supply of Proviſion. 

The Priſoners inform, That the late King James defign'd,if the Proteſtants 
had not drove them off, to call them from before it , in orcer to make Three 
Encampments, upon the Advice received from Exg/a:d, of the Intention of 
Duke S:/-mbergh 'to be in perſon among them, who they very much dread, 
even the French Bravadoes themſelves; and add, That whenever hearrives, 
he will be doubly increaſed in Number as well by ſome of the [r/ſb, who be- 
gin to be weary of the Frexch Yoke, and think thereby to ſave their Eſtates, 
as by the Proteſtants themſelves. 

The {ame Letters lays That Colonel Krk was the 5th Inſtant in Ramſey 
Bay in the Iſle of Man, Waving ſeveral times attempted to Sail forwar:!s, but 
impeded by contrary Winds. But on the Friday following, the Wind Meng 
N. W. and by W. He, with all his Fleet, being 24 in Number, fer Sail, and 
was our of fight,and *ris not to be doubted but he is arrived there before this, 
whoſe coming 1s impariently expected. And we hear that Capt Perrwell in 
the Jer:ſalem, with two other Ships in his Company, failed ſome time be- 
fore trom Briftol, with intent to get into Derry, and *ris verily believed rhat 
they have been ſometime ſince arrived, and were thoſe Vellels that aſfiſted in 
reducing the Fort of K7/mvre. 
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
